The ship, like the Mc- 
Gary machine, is steered by a-fish-tall 
rudder and wings 'are used for pro- 
pelling. 
A Marlon, Ind., machinist, William 
Alagree, and a farmer, Jack Ferguson, 
ha've just "completed an airship, which 
they have been building for more than 
a year. They have made a successful 
trip in testing It but refuse to di- 
vulge th* motive power or give any 
description of their vessel. 
Samuel T. Best, a Louisville real 
estate man, nan patented an airship 
In which be hopes to sail to St. Louis 
and enter the big contest.

Oolumbus, Ohio, has an airship to

The high wind which prevailed all 


day Friday came to an end in a thun- 
der storm following which there was 
a drop in the temperature >and there 
was just ;aln enough to lay the dust. 


There were some brilliant flashes 


of lightning during the rairifall and 
those persons who enjoy such displays, 
and occasionally you 
find one 
who 


does, d«clate that the flashes were 
the most beautiful ever seen. At the 
baseball park there wag an uninter- 
rupted view of the heavens, and there 
the jagged streaks of fire could be 
seen racing from the zenith apparently 
into the earth 
Near the village of Blue Mound two 
barns were struck by lightning. One. 
was destroyed by fire but the other did 
not burn

vas struck by lightning.

of them was killed by the stroke' of 
lightning which struck the bain.

said that almost instantly after the 
barn was struck the entiie structure 
was enveloped in flame.

He then went 


to the house and* got a gun, intend- 
ing to shoot the animal to put it out 
of its misery. 
By the time he re- 


turned the flames and smoke were so 
Sense that he could not distinguish 
arything inside. The horse burned was 
worth probably $200. 
The Damery barn was 40x48 
and 


contained about seven tons of hay. The 
loss is probably $1600 and it was large- 
y covered by insurance.

What Is 'a Yen? 
What Is a yen? "Mr. Dooley" makes 


the Chinese minister say to Secretary 
Hay, 'Til bet you 8,000,000 yen, or 13.85 
in your money" When the papers an- 
nounced that Japan has put aside a 
nundred million yen aa a war reserve 
mbst of us do not know whether that 
is much or little. It is nearly $50*000,- 
000—an enormous sum in a country 
where the laborer gets only two or 
three yen a week.-In 1897 Japan adopt- 
ed a gold standard, taking as the basis 
the \alue of silver, which was then the 
universal currency. The yen of pure 
gold became the unit of value But the 
weight of the gold yen was reduced by 
one-half. Its present value is aclmost 
exactly 50 cents. Silver Is subsidiary 
and It Is not legal tender. Japan has 
a decimal currency system. The yen 
is dividen Into a hundred sen. the sen 
into ten mllla or rln, and there are 
smaller theoretic subdivisions. 
The 


coins consist of gold 20, 10 and 5-yen 
pieces, silver 50, 20 and 10-sen pieces 
a nickel 5 sen piece and bronze 1-ser 
and 5 rin pieces.—Youth's Companion,

The explosion which occurred In the 


eleven story warehouse of the Coining 
distillery, the second largest

world, late this afternoon, completely 
wrecked the building.

them to the ground. 
Ten men were 


buried beneath the ruins and burned 
to death. 
Six others were seriously 


injured 
Loss on* the 
building and 


whiskey and spirits stored will approx- 
imate $1,000,000. At seven this eve- 
ning the fire had spread to the_stock 
yards district, where a dozen large
